cern to the Departments of Lefenge and {tate, but tiis agency, of 
courve, hae a vital interest in the collection capauilities of our 

he Organisation. ou will recali that i srote the Secretary 
of Safense at the request of the Intelligence advisary Comittee 
a 17 February 1950 to che effect that our cervice ithachos are
